ZOOM-CLIMB TEST RESULTS -

of the very tentative conclusions that may be drawn from the recently 


completed zoom-climb tests. A total of six U-2 sorties were flown out 
of Bel Rio and a total of 17 intercept attempts were made by F-106 and 
F-104 aircraft flying out of Eglin AFB» 


In general, the tests demonstrated that the probability of 
interception of u-2 by current Russian fighter aircraft is somewhat less 
than anticipated. The probability of Interception is increased to 
"substantial" with the use of intercept aircraft equipped with' infra-red 
seeking miss iles. Althou gh the results of the tests are generally 
encouraging, l b ald that operationally we must take care to 

see that entry and exit points of operational missions axe widely 
separated; and that no operations are conducted from home base. 

A. significant, sideline result of the tests was a demonstration 
that even: a small altitude increase decreases significantly the chance 
of interception. This point led to a discussion on whether or not we 
are suffering from a degradation of altitude capability as time goes 
on, and axe possibly not being go careful as formerly about the addition 
of minor weights that influence altitude. 


As a relate d matter, Mr. Bissell requested Col. Burke to take 
up with I the question whether or not our experience with 

the J-57 will allow us to increase the turbine islet temperature and/or 
the tailpipe temperature.
